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EOGRAPHY is juſtly called the Right-hand of Hiſtory ; the Know- 
„ ledge of the Situation and Extent of Countries, which have been 
the ſcenes of great events, being highly neceſſary to form a clear and 
comprehenſive judgment of them. To conſult the Maps of Coun- 

tries, and whatever Cities, Rivers, and Iſlands are mentioned by an Au- 

thor, to ſearch them out, and view them in a Map, is a method of read- 
ing attended with great Advantages. Ihe impreſſion made on the me— 
mcry is more ſtrong and lating, when we thus ſee and contemplate the 

Situation of Places; and we are not only helped more caſily to take in 

the Hiſtorian's remarks, but frequently to make ſolid ones of our own, 

and to conceive more diſtinctly, and judge more perfectly, of the facts recited, 
The Greek and Latin Claſſics, thoſe excellent Monuments of anti nt Learn- 
ning, thoſe Records of the famous Exploits of illuſtrious Men in former Ages, 
fill up a great part of the Education of Youth ; and *tis in order that the > <tudy 
of the Claſſics might be attended with greater advantages and pleaſure, that 
the following Maps, adapted to them, are publiſhed. When the young Stu- 
dent is reading the Navigation of Ulyſes or Mneas, the Expeditions of Alex- 

_ ander, of Hannihal, or other great Men of Antiquity, he may follow them 

in theſe Maps through all the memorable Places they paſt, which will ex- 

cite a greater attention to the circumſtances there tranſacted, and at the 
ſame time that it helps him to form a better judgment of thoſe exploits, it 
will impreſs his mind ſtrongly with the chain and ſeries of events. 

The light ſtruck on many Paſſages in Hiſtory, by Maps adapted to "VE ; 

: has occaſioned their being fitted to the moſt valuable editions of the Claſſics; 
but the uſe of them, ſo far as it regards the young Student, has in great mea- 

| ſure been prevented. For notwithſtanding that fuch Maps have been hitherto 

leſs correct than might be expected, yet they have been commonly too dear 

for the generality of youth to purchaſe. 

That ſomething of this kind might appear in public of more irrte be- 
nefit, on account of its cheapneſs to Scholars, and correctneſs of the Maps, 
a Set of Gentlemen in France, eminent for Learning, undertook this Work. 
They employ'd conſiderable Pains and Labour on it; and having brought the 
Plan to as great perfection as they thought it would bear, they put their com- 
poſition into the Hands of the famous Du Val, Geographer to the French 
King, who reviſed the ſame, and publiſhed it in 28 Maps of the old World. 


This Performance I now preſent to the Public, with the addition of four 


new Plates, and with one very material Correction in the other twenty- 
eight, viz, Monſ. Du Val having followed the uſual manner of his country- 
men, and given French terminations to many of the antient places, I thought 
it abſolutely neceſſary to remove this inconvenience, which I have done b 
correcting the names agreeable to Mr. Eachard's Claſſical Geographical 
Dictionary, Cellarius, and the information of ſeveral learned Gentlemen,

That this Edition of claſſical Maps might appear with greater: accuracy, I 
have carefully examined the places laid down, with the lateſt and moſt exact 
Obſervations. I have zlfo fitted to each Map a Scale of Britifh Miles 60 to a 
degree; and have uſed #ercator”'s Projection, and engraved Scales according 
to it in thoſe Maps, where the number of degrees are too ny to anſwer 


correctly to one Scale, With the help of theſe Scales, the Student, when 


tracing the Expeditions of antient Herocs, may eaſily inform himſelf _ the 
diſtance of places, and the length of the Tract, which in imagination he 
marches through, as well as of the Shape and Figure of thoſe Countries 
which have been th2 T heatres of great Smit the form or which he will 
fee by inſpecting the Maps. | 


Belides the deep traces left on the memory, by contemplating particular
